it is unloaded from the cars the hordes 
of demoralized rascals and thieves,—w’lio 
live off the sickness of innocent children 
aud adults—doctor and adulterate it to 
an extent beyond conception. In Chica­ 
go especially, milk ought to be pure and 
rich, cheap, and used abundantly.

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Which Is tho Best! 


Here is a question asked by our cor­ 
respondents hundreds of times every 
year, to which we can seldom give a di­ 
rect and explicit answer, for the reason 
that values vary according to circum­ 
stances, so that what is best under one 
condition may be almost worthless un­ 
der another. 
Gold commands a much 
higher price per pound in the markets 
of the world than iron, but no one will 
question the superiority and value of 
the latter for the various purposes to 
which it is applied. We are often asked 
which is the best variety of apple, pear, 
or other kind of fruit, or which are the 
best dozen sorts. 
If we are informed 
as to the locality w here it is proposed 
to 
anJ 
plant the trees, the nature of the soil 
the purpose for which the fruit is 
to be raised, we can usually make a 
close guess in giving an answer, be­ 
cause the country has been pretty well 
studied by our le a d in g penologists and 
nurserymen, and the results of their in­ 
vestigations and experience have been 
freshly given to the public in works 
open to all w ho may desire to consult 
them. 
However valuable a fruit may be iii 
one locality there are always others 
where it will not thrive; consequently 
it is worthless for cultivation. 
As a 
rule, Southern fruits do not succeed in 
cold climates, neither do those origi­ 
nating in tile North succeed in the 
South; but there are sometimes excep­ 
tions to this nile, and wo find certain 
varieties thriving far away from their 
native country, and in quito a different 
climate. 
For instance, the peach in 
some of its varieties thrives from Maine 
to Florida, but the same sorts do not 
usually thrive equally well in both ex­ 
tremes of latitude; and this is just where 
the experience of pomologists comes in 
to enable the novice to avoid a failure. 
It is also possible to make a choice of 
varieties in a locality where hundreds 
or thousands may be grown successful­ 
ly. The cultivator may desire to have 
varieties ripen at a certain season, or to 
supply a certain demand in his home or 
some distant market 
Then again, 
persons have different tastes. 
Some 
like sweet fruits, others acid; some are 
satisfied with fox grapes or seupper- 
nongs, while others desire something 
far better. 
There is also much differ­ 
ence ^in the adaptation of varieties to 
soils; some succeed best on heavy, 
others on the light and drj* soils—all of 
which should be taken into considera­ 
tion by persons intending to make a se­ 
lection of fruit trees and fruit-bearing 
plants. 
We think a man would be very 
foolish to set out Siberian or Russian 
crab apple trees where the larger and 
more valuable sorts will flourish, unless 
he may desire a few trees for ornament, 
or a little of such fruit for cooking and 
making crab apple cider. But there are 
localities in our more northern States 
where these Siberian and Russian apples 
are of great value, simply because they 
succeed and the largest and more tender 
sorts do not. 
The farmer should al­ 
ways seek for the fruits best adapted to 
his soil and climate; further than this 
he should not attempt to go, unless lie 
is willing to pay' a good price for his ex 
perience. 
What is true with regard to fruits is 
also true with animals, for there is real­ 
ly no best breed for everybody and un­ 
der all conditions. The Texas steer and 
the highly bred Shorthorn could not 
well exchange places without a loss on 
both sides. 
The fleet-footed Texas cat­ 
tle are much better adapted for ranging 
over a wide area in search of food than 
the short-legged, heavy-bodied Short­ 
horn. The best breed and form of ani­ 
mal is the one best adapted to tho con­ 
dition under which it is raised. Agri­ 
culture in America is a variable pursuit 
and to be successful, the farmer must 
adapt himself to circumstances and raise 
crops 
with 
which 
he 
can 
pro­ 
duce the best and most profitable re­ 
sults. 
In one locality, breeds of cows 
giving the greatest quantity of milk of 
a moderate degree of richness arc the 
most profitable, while in others beef is 
more profitable than milk, butter or 
cheese; consequently animals that will 
put on fat rapidly and with the least 
amount of food are the best and most 
desirable. 
The milkman wants a large 
yield, even if it is not especially* rich, 
while those who make “ gilt-cdge1’ but­ 
ter that will fetch seventy-five cents or 
a dollar a pound in market or from 
special customers, can afford to keep 
cows which give but a small quantity 
of very rich milk. 
All through the entire range of agri­ 
culture the principles of adaptation of 
plants and animals to conditions or cir­ 
cumstances must be observed or the 
farmer will meet with slight success, lf 
he can obtain high prices through con­ 
venience to good markets, he can afford 
to keep the best breeds of cows for iriv-

disadvantages; and more than this, men 
differ in their tastes as well as their tal­ 
ents, and the country that pleases one 
may be very objectionable to another. 
Much also depends upon what particu­ 
lar branch of agriculture a man desires 
to engage in. There are regions of 
country which appear to be especially* 
adapted to wheat, others to corn and 
cotton, and others again to grazing, 
owing to the almost spontaneous growth 
of excellent grasses; consequently when 
asked the question “Which is the best?” 
we are inclined to answer by asking 
another, i. c., “ Best for what purpose?

A problem which the majority of 
mankind are much interested in solv­ 
ing. 
The amount of money upon 
which most people are obliged to live is 
not very* large. The man who carns 
two dollars a day*, and has to support 
a wife and six children out of that, 
must bring bis expenses down to twen­ 
ty-live cents per head. 
There are 
many who have to work hard for less 
than this, aud not very many who earn 
more. There are thousands of clergy­ 
men, and officials in other departments, 
whose salaries do not reach more than 
$f(KJ per annum. 
It is, therefore, a 
matter of great importance to find out 
how to get Hie full value out of a dollar. 
lf they understood this, the mass of the 
community might live twice as well as 
they do on the same amount of money*, 
will go somewhat into details. 
In almost every family* there is a 
great waste of fuel. 
A Frenchman 
would stand aghast if he could see how 
coal and wood are disposed of in this 
country*. When his meal is cooked he 
puts out his little lire until the time 
comes for another meal. 
We keep tho 
kitchen fire going all day*—in the sum­ 
mer, perhaps, as well as in the winter 
when the heat is a nuisance. 
It 
would be the easiest thing in the world 
to get rid of this annoyance and ox­ 
idise by* the use of gas or kerosene. If 
the Latter is used—and by* a very simple 
arrangement it can be made to ii 
variety of cooking—the cost of 
reduced to the minimum. 
Those who understand what they are 
about will get more warmth and com 
fort out of a cord of wood or ton o!1 
coal, than others do who use treble the 
amount. 
The buying of household supplies in 
small quantities takes the purchasing 
value out of a dollar. 
When coal is five 
dollars per ton, those who buy it by the 
pound or peck are sometimes obliged to 
pay* at the rate of ten or fifteen dollars. 
The trailer must be paid extra for tho 
trouble incident to small sales, and the 
tare and trot may be expected to in­ 
crease, according to the degree in 
which the article is divided up in the 
process of selling. 
The eight single 
quarts meted out to eight different cus­ 
tomers, altogether may not make a very 
full peck. 
The salesman is not likely 
to throw in an extra handful when he 
deals in small quantities. 
The co­ 
operative store may* help to relievo this, 
and where such institutions do not ex­ 
ist several families might combine to 
purchase their supplies at something 
nearer the wholesale price. 
Tho buying on credit is another thing 
which effects.the value of the dollar. 
Wages should always be paid promptly 
and then, with the money in Rand, let 
tho man pay cash for everything that he 
needs. 
Very* likely he may* find that 
there are some things w hich lie can get 
along without, that he w*ould have 
'bought if he had only* to say*: “ Charge 
it in the bill.” 
Credit may be the life 
of business, when it is conducted on a 
large scale, but it is likely* to be death 
to those w ho deal in small things. 
The value of the dollar Is impaired 
by* injudicious buying. 
Tho costliest 
food is not al way’s the most nutritious. 
Extra superfine "flour is not as servicea­ 
ble as that which retains more of the 
original clements of the grain. 
Tho 
w’hitest sugar is not always the sw*eetost. 
What are called the best cuts of beef 
have no more nutriment in them than 
the cheaper parts. The potato contains 
a comparatively* small amount of nour­ 
ishment. 
Again, a great many* people do not 
know how* to make the best of what 
they buy. Salaratus bread, rank butter, 
bad coffee, tough pastry*, soggy vege­ 
tables, 
badly-cooKed and flavorless 
meat, are responsible for many* of our 
national sins. 
In the gteat majority 
of families a better dinner could be 
served than they* now have, at half the 
cost, if the superintendents of the 
kitchen had the skill to treat the cheap­ 
er articles of food, which abound in our 
markets, so as to make them palatable. 
The waste is also enormous. 
Schools 
have been established to teach children 
all the arts of housekeeping and w*hen 
they come into the field of active life 
nay expect to see a change. 
Some 
little instruction of this sort might not 
be out of place iii our public schools. 
There is great room for economy in 
the matter of clothing. 
But for the in­ 
exorable demands of fashion, both men 
aud women might clothe themselves 
more comfortably to-day*, and at cheap­ 
er rates than ever before. It is the ap­ 
pendage and ornamentation, and not 
the dress, that draws 
hard upon 
the 
purse, 
but 
there 
arc 
few* 
who are willing to dispense with 
the 
appendages. 
If 
a 
man ^ is 
hard up in cold weather he will find 
that an old new*spaj»cr folded up and 
laid upon his chest will be equivalent to 
an additional suit of clothes. 
No one 
needs to sleep cold if there are any* 
newspapers around. One or two of 
them will be as effectual as a woolen 
blanket. 
The poorer class of people 
have a strange affection for feather beds 
and pillows, winch arc costly* and apt 
to be pestiferous. 
Good straw or corn­ 
husks, or any other cleanly material, 
which costs almost nothing and can be 
changed often, is a thousand timos bet­ 
ter and more w holesome. 
In the general business of house fur­ 
nishing, a great deal of money is 
wasted. 
I have been in houses where 
a great* deal had been lavished upon 
carved work and claw legs and show*y 
curtains, while there was not a com­ 
fortable chair in the establishment. 
In 
this department a change for tho better 
is now in progress. . % the exercise of 
a little good taste, tho most satisfactory 
and pleasing results are obtained at a 
veiy trifling cost. 
Artistic paper hang­ 
ings are cheap, graceful draperies are 
made of tho most inexpensive materials, 
a barrel may be transformed into a 
pretty pier table, an oblong box into a 
graceful lounge, the touch of a pencil 
In converts common pottery into a work of 
: art, and there is no limit to the oon- 
| trivanccs by which a humble habitation 
may be made attractive. 
To one who feels the necessity of liv­ 
ing very cheaply* I would say—beware 
of Hie small leakages. 
A few cents ex­ 
pended carelessly every* day amounts to 
quite a sum when multiplied by 365. 
There is no country in the world where 
people of limited means live as well as , 
they do in the United States, and, if 
they understood the matter better, they 
might live a great deal better than they 
do. 
It would be w*cll for those who de­ 
pend upon their wages, or are in the re­ 
ceipt of limited bicornes, to organize 
both for the purpose of informing them­ 
selves as to the most economical modes 


A Simple Magic Lantern. 


A simple magic Lantern, from the 
construction and use of which a good 
deal of instruction and amusement may* 
bo derived during w inter evenings, is 
described fn tho Scientific American. A 
small box, a kerosene lamp with an 
argand burner, a little fish-globc filled 
with pure water and a common double 
or plano-convex lens are all the mate­ 
rials necessary* to make it. 
A hole is 
bored in the top of the box to permit 
the chimney of the lamp to passthrough 
and allow the heat and the products of 
combustion to escape. 
In the side of 
the box a round hole is cut large enough 
to admit a portion of the globe, which 
is suspended inside the box close to the 
lamp. A piece of common w indow glass 
is then moistened with a strong solution 
of sulphate of soda and placed on a 
stand or clip so that the light from the 
lamp will be focused on it by the globe. 
The image of the glass will thus be 
thrown upon a screen when the lens is 
properly adjusted. 
The formation of 
the crystals of the sulphate of soda will 
be seen clearly* on the screen, and ap­ 
pear like the magical growth of a for­ 
est. Any ingenious family can readily 
devise a great number of interesting ex­ 
periments with this inexpensive lantern.

AN ACT to authorize loans and extensions of 
loans from the tru st funds of this state. 
The people of the Slate of W isconsin, repre­ 
sented in senate an i assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
Section I. In addition to the investm ents 
perm itted by existing laws, the com m issioners 
of public lands are hereby authorized, in their 
discretion, to invest the school fund, the uni­ 
versity fund, the norm al school fund and tho 
agricultural college fund, from tim e to tim e 
as moneys belonging to those funds may be 
In the state treasury, in loans to towns, vil­ 
lages, cities and counties, within this state, as 
hereinafter provided: and every town, village, 
city and county in this State, is hereby em ­ 
powered to borrow of said commissioners, 
from said funds or either of them , sin h sum 
or sum s of money, for such tim e and upon 
such conditions and term s tis may be agreed 
ui>on l*y* und ta*tween the com m issioners, and 
the town, village, city or county applying for 
a loan, subject, however, to the lim itations, 
restrictions and conditions hereinafter flat 
fourth. 
Section 2. The loans provided for in th n aet 
may la* made for any term not exceeding 
twenty’ years, may la* m ade payable in install­ 
m ents und may be in such am ounts as shall 
not. iii connection with all other indebtedness 
of the town, vili we, city or county, applying 
therefor, exceed five per centum of the aver­ 
age assessed valuation of the taxable proper­ 
ty therein for the throe rears next preceding 
tho application for such loan. Provided that 
such loan may lie m ade to pay off existing 
indebtedness, and may be paid over in install­ 
m ents as fast as such indebtedness or the 
evidence thereof is canc* lied. The interest 
to be resolved and paid upon such loans 
shall be at the m inimum rate established by 
law at the tim e the loan is made, and "hall be* 
caid in advance from that date to the first day 
of the next January, and thereafter annually 
iu advance, as hereinafter provided. 
Sect ion 3. Every application for a loan, un­ 
der the provisions of this aet shall be made in 
writing, stating the am ount required, the pur­ 
poses to which it is to la* applied, and the tim e, 
and term s of repaym ent, and shall bt! accom ­ 
panied by' due proof of the assessed valuation 
for the preceding three years, of tho taxably 
property within the town, til Iago, city or coun­ 
ty, m aking the application, and of the existing 
indebtedness thereof: but no loan shall be 
m ade to any town unless it shall appear to the 
satisfaction of the said co in rn issioners that ult 
the supervisors of such town have approved 
and authorized the application therefor; nor 
to any village, unless it snail apponr that 
the application therefor has been approved 
and authorized by a vote of not less th in thrc**- 
fourtbs of ail the trustees of such village, had 
und taken by ayes and noes duly recorded at a 
regular m eeting there >f; nor to any city, un­ 
less it shall appear that the application there­ 
for has been approved and authorized by a 
v o to o f not less than two-thirds of all the m em­ 
bers of its common council, hud and taken by 
ayes aud noes duly recorded at a regular m eet­ 
ing thereof; nor to any county, miles- the ap­ 
plication therefor shall have been approved 
and authorized by’ the \o tc of not less than 
tw o-thirds of all tho m em bers of its board of 
sujiorvisors, at some regular or special session 
thereof. 
Section 4. In the ease the application for 
any loan under the provisions of this aet shall 
be approved by the said commissioners, they 
shun Corwith cause certificates of indebtedness 
to t»o prepared, in proper form , and trans­ 
m itted to tho town village, city or county 
subm itting the application. 
Tho said c e r­ 
tificates shall be executed and signal for 
tow n by its chairm an of supervisors, 
fo r a village 
by 
its 
president, 
for 
a 
city by its mayor, and for a county by the 
chairm an 
of 
its 
board 
of 
supervisors, 
and shall 
lie countersigned

u rer of the town, village, city or county m ak­ 
ing such loan. or as he may direct, and said 
certificates of Indebtedness shall then lie abso­ 
lute aud conclusive evidence of tho existence 
and validity of such indebtedness, and that nil 
the requirem ents of law concerning the appli­ 
cation for the m aking and the acceptance of 
such loan, have been complied with. 
Section 5. All the taxable property In any 
towu, village, city or county’ which has hereto­ 
fore obtained, or shall hereafter obtain, any 
loan from the state, or any’ of its tru st fu n d s 
shall stand charged for the paym ent of the 
principal and interest thereof, arid tim bound­ 
aries of such town, village, city or county shall 
not bo changed or altered so as to exclude 
therefrom any land included therein at the 
tim e of m aking such loan until such loan shall 
be fully paid without the consent of the com­ 
m issioners of public lands and upon such 
term s as they shall present**; and there shall 
be annually levied upon tho taxable property 
or such town, village, city'or county’, besides 
an o th er taxes, a tax sufficient to pay the an­ 
nual interest and tho installm ents of principal 
of such loan as hereinafter provided, aiel the* 
sam e shall be a special charge to be paid next 
after tho state tux, out of any money's collect­ 
ed as taxes within said town, village, city or 
county. 
Section 0. The secretary of state at the tim e 
th a t he furnishes a statem ent of the state tax 
to th At officer, shall in every year, furnish to 
the county clerk of each eounty in which any 
such special charge for principal or interest. 
on account of any loan from tho state or any 
of its tru st fuuds is duo or will become due 
within tho next succeeding twelve months 
from said county or from any town, village or 
city therein, a statem ent of the am ount or 
am ounts 
thereof, showing 
in detail 
the 
Amounts due or to become due as aforesaid 
from the county, and the am ounts due or to 
become due as aforesaid from any town, vil­ 
lage or city in said county. The county olork, 
on receiving such statem ent, sffull apportion 
and include the 
am ount to be paid by 
the county in his apportionm ent of the 
state 
taxes 
to

lages and cities in his county’, and shall 
add to the am ount thus apportioned to each 
town, village or city, nil special charges, if 
any, that are to be pnid by such town, village 
or city, on account of any loan thereto from 
tho state or any of its tru st funds. The 
am ounts thus apportioned and Included shall 
be stated in separate sum s and carried out in 
all tax rolls and reports in separate columns, 
but otherwise the sam e shall be levied, charged 
and insert e l In tho several tax rolls and be 
collected and paid over with and iii the sam e 
m anner as the state tax until paid into tho 
treasury and in case of neglect o r refusal to 
By any sum or sum s when duo the same shall 
subject to alt the provisions of law applica­ 
ble to cases of default iu paym ent of state 
taxes. 
Section 7. In case any officer shall neglect 
or refuse to perform any duty required of him 
by this aet or any other law of this state in re­ 
lation to the levy or collection of any tax re­ 
quired to be raised to m ake any paym ent of 
principal or interest on any loons from tho 
state or any of its tru st funds, tho attorney- 
general shall forthw ith apply to the suprem e 
court for a m andam us to compel the perform ­ 
ance of such duty, uud the secretary of stato 
m ay do or cause to be done the duty required 
of such officer, and so neglected or refused 
to be done, with the sam e effect as if done by 
him. 
Section 8. No m oney obtained by any town, 
village, city o r county, by loan from the state, 
.o r any of its tru st funds, shall be applied to 
or paid out for any purpose except th a t spe­ 
cified In tho application therefor, without the 
consent 
of tho comm issioners 
of public 
lands, and lf any supervisor, chairm an of any 
tow n or eounty board of supervisors, may’or 
of any city, president of any village, or treas­ 
u rer of any town, county, city or village, shall 
m ake or sign any order o r w arrant, or shall 
p ay ou t or suffer or cause to bo appropriated, 
or paid out any such m oneys contrary to 
the provisions of this section, ho snail, on 
conviction thereof, be punished by confine­ 
m ent a t hard labor in the state prison, for a 
term n o t exceeding five years, or by fine not 
exceeding one thousand dollars or by both such 
fine and im prisonm ent, In tho discretion of tho 
court.

CHAPTER 168. 
AN ACT to prevent the spread of contagious, 
infectious ami pestilential diseases. 
The people of the state of W isconsin, repre­ 
sented in senate and assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
Section I. Any person who shall bring, know­ 
ingly’ aid in bringing or cause to be brought, 
by railroad, steam boat, sailing vessel, stage 
coach o r other public or private conveyance, 
into any town, village or city of tho state of 
W isconsin, the dead body of a deceased per­ 
son, unless such dead body is accompanied by 
the w ritten or printed certificate ot a physi­ 
cian or coroner, clearly stating the cause of 
death, and unless, when the cause of death is 
sm allpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or other 
dangerous, contagious, infectious or pestilen­ 
tial disease such dead l*)dy is also accom­ 
panied by the w ritten or printed perm it of a 
lawfully constituted public health authority 
and by tho sworn declaration of an undertaker 
in writing, th at tho body of the person do- 
eeased as aforesaid is herm etically Inclosed In 
an air tight metallic coffin or isoneasod with un 
abundance of powerful disinfectants accord­ 
ing to tho w ritten or printed directions of said 
public health authority' so as to render the 
sam e entirely 
innocuous shall bn deemed 
guilty of a misdem eanor, and on conviction 
thereof, ahull be punished by a lino of not less 
than fifty dollars, nor inure than tbroo bun- 
dr<*d d.dlars, or by im prisonm ent In tho county 
Jail not less than tw enty days, nor more than 
one hundred days. 
Section 2. A gents and employes of Incor­ 
porated transportation companies, and public 
or private carriers of w hatsoever nam e or 
nature, shall not receive for transportion, nor 
transport, the dead body of any person, ex­ 
cept on receipt of duly executed papers show­ 
ing that the conditions required by section one 
of this act have been complied with, under the 
sam e penalties as therein provided. 
Section 3. Any physician or any person as­ 
sum ing to act as a physician, who shall issue a 
false certificate whereby a case of small-pox, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever or othor dangerous, 
contagious, infectious or pestilential disease 
may bo concealed, shall bo deem ed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall on conviction thereof, 
be punished by a fino of not less than fifty 
dollars, nor m ore than threo hundred dollars, 
and by im prisonm ent In the county jail not 
loss than tw enty days, nor more than one hun­ 
dred days; and the Ignorance of an uneducated 
practitioner of medicine shall not be pleaded 
in Justification or extenuation of his offense. 
Section 4. Aby person knowingly laboring 
under small pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or 
other dangerous, contagious, infectious or 
pestilential discase, who shall willfully e n te r 
a public place or a public conveyance or 
bhall in any way willfuly subject others to 
danger of contracting his disease or any per­ 
son who shall knowingly and willfully take, 
aid in taking or cause to be taken, a child or 
any other irresponsible person while laboring 
under uuy o f the aforesaid diseases Into a 
public place or public conveyance, or shul! in 
any way knowingly 
and willfully subject 
others to danger of contracting any of the 
aforesaid diseases from such child or irrespon­ 
sible person, or any person who shall knowing­ 
ly and willfully' subjec t others to danger of 
contracting any of the aforesaid discases front 
the 
dead 
I) sly 
of a person’ deceased 
thereof, or any person who shall in any way 
knowingly’ and willfully expose, aid In expos­ 
ing, or canso to be exposed a child or othe r 
irresponsible person, to clanger of contracting 
any of the aforesaid discuses, shall be deem ed 
guilty of ft misdeme anor and shall be subject 
to the sam e penalties as are provided in section 
one of this act. 
Section 5. Up°n com plaint m ade in writing, 
under oath, bi tore any m agistrate or Justice 
of the ponce charging the* commission of an 
offense against the provisions of this aet in his 
county’, it shall be the duty of the district a # 
torncy to prosecute the offender. 
Section a. This aet shall take effect from 
and after Its passage and publication, and all 
ucts and parts of acts conflicting with the pro­ 
visions of this act, In so ta r as they’ contravene 
the s ane, are hereby repealed.

Sometimes the inflammation 
is severe and should be relieved at 
once. 
Place a large piece of oiled 
silk over the wound ana plasters, and 
then apply cloths wrung out of hot 
water. 
In cases of severe inflamma­ 
tion, healing by first intention may not 
be possible. 
Avoid the many applications often 
made to wounds as soap and sugar; 
such applications do much more harm 
than good. They cause a greater or less 
amount of irritation, and so delay the 
time of healing, and usually prevent the 
healing by first intention and induce the 
process of suppuration. 
Avoid all irri­ 
tating substances to the surface of a 
fresh cut. 
Contused wounds in which the sur­ 
faces arc badly bruised may not heal by 
first intention and so should be dressed 
by soothing applications. 
Use warm 
poultices or cloths wrung from warm 
water. 
As soon as tho inflammation is 
relieved remove tho poultices or cloths 
and aid nature in the healing process by 
applying water dressing. 
Simply keep 
tho wound slightly moist and clean. In 
wounds of a simple kind the mother 
may safely officiate, 
lf she knows 
what to do in any emergency she maj 
secure presence of mind and prevent 
confusion. 
Some things every motlier 
of a child ought to know, especially ii 
she lives some distance from a surgeon. I 
She should know how the arteries run. 
A slight pressure may prevent the flow­ 
ing of arterial or venous blood if she 
knows where ami how to apply it. 
If 
a small wound hasbeen made compress­ 
ing it by some hard object for ten to 
twenty minutes may cause the artery to 
contract upon itself and in this way 
close the orifice and stop the bleeding. 
If the blood still jets, place some hard 
object upon the upper side of the orifice 
above the wound and pass a cord or 
strap firmly upon the object and tie it 
tautly down more and more until tho 
blood ceases to jet out or flow. 
Place 
the sufferer upon his back, keep him 
still and quiet until the surgeon comes. 
Ile will seize the bleeding tube with a 
pair of forceps and pass a strong twine 
about it and tie it firmly as tho only 
means of stopping the expenditure of 
blood. 
As the blood flows in the arte­ 
ries from the heart to every part of the 
limbs and body the pressure should he 
made at some point above the wound or , 
between the heart and wound. 
It is t 
always wise to compress the artery I 
against a bone.— Prairie Farmer.

Wounds. 


We wish to make a few suggestions 
regarding wounds. 
Severe wounds 
need the attention of a surgeon. 
In 
every family now and then wounds oc­ 
cur that need only very little knowledge 
of the 
ing 
physician, but also the house surgeon, 
and so should be familiar with the art of 
dressing wounds of all sorts, bruises, 
cuts, and burns, etc. 
lier medical at­ 
tendant may bo far away and something 
should be done at once. 
Incised wounds are those that are 
made by sharp tools, as knives or chis­ 
els. If tho tool is very sharp the cut 
produced may bo deep and demand 
that the proper means for arresting 
bleeding be applied at once. The color 
of the mood and its way of flowing in­ 
dicates the greater or less amount of 
danger. If the. color is crimson and 
jets out of the wound and not in a 
steady stream, an artery has been cut 
bringing blood directly from the heart 
and so shonld be stopped at sight. 
If tho blood flowing from a wound be 
dark and move in a steady stream a 
vein has been cu t 
Such a wound is 
not usually dangerous, still it may be 
wise to stop it at once. 
Mothers ai? 
very apt to load the wound with many 
rags in hopes to stop the stream. The 
rags merely conceal the blood for a while, 
but do very little to check its course. If 
they apply strips of plaster, in place of

Yesterday in ruing at the close of the 
sermon Rev. M. G. Hodge, D. D., who

If, however, 
they wanted a pastor whom they would 
have to favor, whose weaknesses they 
would have to strengthen by extra exer­ 
tion on their own part, lie was ready to 
serve them as best lie could.

before deciding its to the pastorate. If 
ho served as their pastor lie would have 
to feel Ins way along, and might find it 
in siny event too much for his strength 
and health. 
In si familiar, fsitherly way he thus 
talked to the people, many of whom 
have been under his pastorate before and, 
at the close of this explanation of his 
feedings, and his distrust of his own 
strength, a motion was made and iinani. 
mously passed accepting Dr. Hodge as 
the pastor, aud implying tho unanimous 
pledge to give him all tho needed help 
and to lighten as far a s possible Ins du­ 
ties. The matter being thus settled, 
the formal deliberations closed 
but 
the members of church and congregation 
lingered still and an informal season of 
chatting, hand shakings, congratulations 
and well-WLshos was indulged iii. 
That Dr. Hodge should thus ho recal­ 
led to the pastorate of this church is in 
deed a high tribute to tho worth of theman 
and to tile character of the work done in 
his former pastorate hero, which has evi 
deutly stood the test of time to the satin 
faction of all conversant with or interest­ 
ed in it.
